Arter two long and tedious trials before 
Judge Harbeson the last Jury sustained 
the will; whereupon contestants carried 
their case to the Court of Appeals, which 
has just handed down a decision affirm- 
ing the judgment of the Mason Circuit 
Court. 

The o|>inion is by Judge DuBelle, as 
follows: 

First— The testator having by his will 
disposed of his property in an apparently 
ir for the benefit of those 
with whom he had lived the greater part 
of his life, who had cared for him in bis 
declining years and with whom his rela- 
tions were necessarily closer and more in- 
nate than with any one else, a verdict 
a Jury sustaining the will should not 
disturbed unless manifestly against the 
idence. It appearing that the will was 
itself a rational one, that under the cir- 
cumstances tbere seems to have been no 
undue influence exerted over the testator 
and that the fact of bis testamentary 
capacity was supported by disinterested 
witnesses, the verdict cannot be said to be 
against the evidence, 
Second— Although an instruction that 
if the Jury believe from all the evidonce 
hat the instrument of writing read in evi- 
ence was subscribed by John Bramel in 
lie presence of two credible witnesses, 
.'ho subscribed it with their names in his 
resenre, and that said John Bramel, 
that time, was of sound mind, they 
find said instrument to be his will' 
Is objectionable on the ground that it put 
the Jury the question of whether the 
paper was properly executed, which is a 
question for the Court, it was not preju 
dicial to the rights of the appellants, foi 
the Jury found that it was so subscribed, 
hich couclusiou the Court must have 
reached as a matter of law.

After coming from the consultation 
with the prisoners Judge Helm said 
that he told Jackson that he must 
hang, and if he allowed Walling to 
hang with him he would have to an- 
swer to hia Maker for a double crime. 
He also impressed Jackson with the 
fact that If be went before his Maker 
with a lie on his lips he would 
also be doing a double wrong. He 
then gave Jackson five minutes in 
which to make up hia mind, leaving 
him unattended by the rleatn watch. 
At the expiration of the time Jackson 
said that he could not say that Wal- 
ling was innocent. This settled the 
fate of both prisoners, and the time 
for the execution was fixed at 11:30 
o'clock. 

It was also learned that Gov. Brad- 
ley talked over long distance telephone 
with>Vlummer, who told him Jackson 
declined to make any further state- 
ment than that Walling was not guilty 
of murder, and declined to go into de- 
tails. "Then hang them both," w.is 
the word which the governor gave as 
he dropped the telephone. 

The procession of death was formed 
at 11:32 o'clock. Sheriff I'iummer. Rev. 
Mr. Lee, Deputy Moore and Death

Just as Sheriff Plummer started for 
the jail. Col- Washington, Walling's 
lawyer, entered the court-yard. He 
proceeded to Walling's cell and talked 
to him about the alleged confessions 
made by him and Jackson Thursday. 
Walling acknowledged that both con- 
fessions were all a fake, but said that 
Jackson could yet save him If 
he would. There was a long delay, 
and the crowd was becoming im- 
patient, when the startling rumor was 
spread that Jackson bad confessed, ex- 
onerating Walling. It developed that 
this waa true. Sheriff Plummer bad 
called the men vo get ready to march 
to the scaffold, when Jackson began 
to cry. He called Rev. Lee and Wal- 
ling to faee him and then said, ad- 
dressing Sheriff Plummer: 

"I want to say before you all that 
Loo Walling is not guilty of murder." 

There was a hush and then Rev. Lee 
said: "What do you mean.

The execution was one of the most 
succssful on record, although neither 
of the men's necks were broken. 

When Sheriff Plummer sprang the 
traps, both men struggled consider- 
ably. Walling showed the greatest 
signs of suffering. The crowds press- 
ed to the scaffold, and tho police were 
busy keeping spectators bac:t at a suf- 
ficient distance to prevent their inter- 
fering with the executioners. 

Walling was pronounced dead 
11:55 o'clock. A doctor stood wim i 
his hand over the struggling man's 
heart until the last pulsation bad died 

Jackson was pronounced dead at 
19:01 o'clock. Three moments later 
the bodies were removed from the scaf- 
fold. 

Rev. Lee, after the noose bad been 
adjusted, walked down three or four 
steps. 

After the drop had been sprung be 
left the steps and began weeping. 

After Walling's body had been cut 
down It was taken charge of by Un- 
dertaker Cunningham, of Bellevue. It 
was placed In a temporary coffin and 
taken out of the Southgate street en- 
trance of the jail and placed in Cun- 
ningham's wagon, which was in wait- 
ing. It was then driven to Bellevue, 
where it will be embalmed.
